things. The seemingly extreme sug- 
gestibility of the hypnotic trance is 
simply the same suggestibility we gul- 
Mible creatures carry with us all the 
time.

“Mr, Salter's idea of teaching subjects 
autohypnosis is nelther new nor origi- 
nal. His bland statements about “cur 
ing” stuttering, overweight women, ex- 
cessive drinking and smoking, ties, and 
altering personality raise the ghosts of 
Mesmer and Coué. 

To psychologists who know their 
business, all of the above are symptoms 
‘ofdeeper psychological maladjustments. 

It is true that with hypnosis these 
symptoms may be banished, but the 
psychological difficulty will remain and 
may break out in a more serious form 
elsewhere. This is the greatest limita- 
tion on the therapeutic uso of hypnosis, 
It fs effectively applied in psychology 
not as a cure but as a bridge to the sub- 
conscious mind to locate causes of mal- 
adjustments and phobias for other types 
of therapy.

British open ‘‘second-best front” 


Last week the toil and sweat, though not the blood 
and tears, of American workingmen and management 
bore fruit 5,500 miles away from the factory door in 
the simmering heat of the Libyan desert. For the 
second time in the war the British had launched an 
offensive on land. For the first time they were largely 
equipped with American tanks and plan 

Although the Libyan battleground was an old one, 
the circumstances were new. This time the British 
faced Germans as well as Italians. This time the 
British had superiority in men, tanks and planes. To 
the “law firm” of Cunningham, Cunningham & Con- 
ingham was entrusted the best fighting force that the 
British have had since Dunkirk, Lieutenant General 
Sir Alan Gordon Cunningham, who drove the Italians 
out of Ethiopia, had the Eighth Army of about 125, 
000 men, His brother, Admiral Sir Andrew Brow 
ingham, who has practically driven the Italian 
Fleet off the Mediterranean, was in command of the 
Fleet.

have been hoping for, t was, as the Soviets phrased 
it, “the second-best front.” It would not take the 
pressure off Russia that a British invasion of Europe 
would, but, if Hitler tries seriously to re-inforce his 
Libyan army, some strain on the Soviets would be 
removed. 

‘At week's end the Axis gaveno suresign of how stub- 
bornly they planned to defend Libya, but a further 
measure of Berlin's concern was the dismissal of Gen- 
eral Maxime Weygand whose bailivick borders on 
Libya. As Weygand’s attitude toward Germany was 
doubtful, his ouster was interpreted to mean that the 
Germans were planning either to retreat into Tunis 
or send supplies to their army through its ports.

At the end of the banquet, 
Stalin turned to his guests and announced: “The lay 
atory ison the left.” Then, in English: “Good night.” 


For the first time during 
this emergency, the U. S. Government forced the 
removal of a corporation executive from his own 
company. The man who got the gate was F. Leroy 
Hill, president of Air Associates, Inc. of Bendix,

duction. The Army blamed 
the disturbances on Presi- 
dent Hill who had been at 
odds with the National 
Defense Mediation Board.

One day last week the sky was blue over Pope Field, 
N. C. Mechanics and pilots of the Blue Air Force, 
fighting the Reds in Carolina maneuvers, looked up, 
nervously ered if t swell weather for a 
parachute attack. Suddenly the alarm sirens began 
to shriek, From the South roared squadron after 
Jron of Red pursuits and attack bombers. Fly- 
ing low, they raked Pope Field with machine-gun 
fire and fragmentary bombs. Right after them came 
42 huge Douglas transports, carrying more than 400 
parachutists. Down through the blue sky floated 
white chutes carrying the men, red, blue, green and 
yellow chutes carrying TN'T for demolition, mortars, 
rifles, tommy guns and machine guns, On the field 
when they landed was LIFE Photographer Eliot 
Elisofon, who took this picture. 

After the parachutists had landed and supposedly 
taken the field, 42 transports coasted in bearing 400 
air infantrymen. By the time they had landed, things 
were hot. Not knowing whether they had been de- 
clared dead by the umpires, both parachutists and 
defenders were fighting merrily. One parachutist 
knocked four teeth out of a mechanic's mouth. 
Others clustered around umpires, argued that the 
preliminary “bombing” should have destroyed the 
field’s will to resist. In the middle of the excitement, 
a homing pigeon was let fly. It reported two hours 
later at Major General Oscar W. Griswold’s Red 
headquarters that Pope Field was now in Red hands. 

This parachute attack was the most spectacular 
event of the sham battle between Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Hugh A. Drum’s First (Blue) Army and Major 
eral Griswold’s Fourth (Red) Army Corps. By 
week’s end, it looked as if Drum had had all the bet 
ter of the first phase of the battle. By a fluke the 
general himself had been captured by a Red unit on 
the first day of battle and had to be released by an 
umpire.

MAJOR GLUBB, “SECOND LAWRENCE,” 
LEADS THE EMIR’S DESERT LEGION

But before I was much older I saw a picture at the Louvre that after all 
these years has not lost its power to move and delight me. I must have seen 
it often before, but with an unseeing eye, and I cannot tell how it came 
about that one day it made an impression on me so poignant that it has 
lasted all my life. This was Titian’s Entomhment of Christ, which is in what 
they call the Salle Carrée. I suppose it is not considered one of Titian’s 
most important pictures, for it is seldom illustrated in the books that have 
been written about him, and if I continue to find it one of the greatest 
pictures in the world it must be because there is something in it that 
says something of importance to me. I will not try to describe it, for pic- 
tures are there to be looked at and words are powerless to give a notion 
that the reader can translate into an image of the thing seen. You might 
as well try to tell a deaf man what a chorale of Bach's sounds like. Of 
course this picture has the sumptuous color which is common to most of 
d it has a flowing rhythm that scems like the very pal- 
tit has more than that; the event it depicts is one of 
the most harrowing in human history, and the weeping women are howed 
with grief, and yet it is instinct with beauty. The only thing I can com- 
pare it with is with those last pregnant words of Hamlet's: The rest is 
silence. 

Not far from Titian’s Entombment, in the Long Gallery, is another pic- 
ture of his that I can never tire of and that is the Man with a Glove. Even 
when I bear in mind Velasquez’s portrait in Rome of Pope Innocent, I 
think it the finest portrait in the world. It was painted between 1510 and 
1520 and is supposed to be that of Girolamo Adorno, a Genoese, who was 
ambassador of the Holy Roman Empire at Venice. It is the portrait of 
a young man. It is so much alive that he seems to abide your question 
and you ask yourself, as you would of a recluse you had come across 
casually in some strange city in a far land, what is the poignant secret 
that his sealed lips withhold. He lived in courts and knew their intrigues 
and their deceptions. He knew the shallow loveliness of the Renaissance 
and his thoughtful mien, his disillusioned serenity persuade you that, like 
many another man of his period, he was learned in the wisdom of the 
ancients; but it may be that there is in those dark and wistful eyes a pre- 
sentiment of untimely death and a nostalgia for something beyond the 
delight of art and letters, beyond the purposeless activity of life, the 
bustling of seafaring Genoa, the sensual magnificence of anostalgia 
for the peace of the Absolute. He died at 33.

HE FINDS REMBRANDT STRANGELY SUPERNATURAL 


Walking down the Long Gallery in ion, for alas, with Paris 
under the brutal heel of the invader and its pictures scattered, for all I 
know, or hidden, that is the only way you can now visit the Louvre, I 
stop before one of its most moving pictures. This is Rembrandt's The 
Supper at Emmaus. ‘The incident the artist has chosen to paint is narrated 
by St. Luke in beautiful words. The two disciples, you remember, were 
on their way from the city, talking together of the things which had hap- 
pened and they were joined by one whom they took for a stranger, “for 
their eyes were holden that they should not know him. ...And they 
drew nigh unto the village, whither they went: and he made as though he 
would have gone further. But they constrained him, saying, ‘Abide with 
us: for it is toward evening, and the day is far spent.’ And he went into 
the tavern with them. And it came to pass, as he sat at meat with 
them, he took bread and blessed it, and brake, and gave to them. And 
their eyes were opened, and they knew him, and he vanished out of their 
sight.” 

It is an intensely dramatic picture, but it is dramatic without emphasis 
so that if you did not know already that Rembrandt was a great artis 
a master of light and shade, you might think that he had left the story 
to tell itself and that it was by a happy accident that he had produced 
a painting that is so profoundly satisfying to the aesthetic sense. It has 
none of the sumptuous color of 's Entombment, it is quiet in tone 
and restrained, but it has a sober, glowing richness that uplifts the spirit 
and I wonder to myself if it is that, or some deep emotion in the painter, 
that gives this little picture that strange feeling of the supernatural which 
to me is its most troubling and most appealing feature.

He had a wonder- 
ful talent for putting onto canvas the play of light and the savor of color 
and because he liked to do this he preferred to paint still life which he 
could arrange as he chose. He was a very even painter and I cannot 
think of a single one of his pictures in which he falls more than a little 
below his own high level.

I don’t know if you can call the ceiling that Michelangelo painted for 
the Sistine Chapel a picture. It is surely the most impressive piece of paint- 
ing that exists in the world, However often you see it you are filled with 
stupefaction. I do not suppose a nobler figure has ever been produced b 
the hand of man than that of Adam at the moment of creation. Its beauty 
takes your breath away. And those sibyls who sit brooding over the des- 
tiny of man have a stately grandeur that uplifts the heart. 

‘The paintings I have spoken of before make their appeal by stirring the 
imagination, they speak directly to you, but the effect of this ceiling in the 
Sistine Chap. me, somewhat different. It is not the beauty 
of the design and the sublimity of those superhuman figures that deep! 
move me, but the genius of the man who conceived and executed this stu- 
pendous work. The word genius is much abused: I have seen it applied to 
the author of a few Broadway successes and to the authors of two or three 
best-selling novels. But it can be as safely used of Michelangelo as of 
Shakespeare. When you crane your neck and strain your eyes to look at 
this ceiling in the end what overwhelmingly impresses you is the person- 
ality of the artist. His greatness is evident in every part of this vast fresco. 
Tt awes and humbles you and at the same time you are filled with exulta- 
tion because man with all his weakness, all his shortcoming, is able to 
reach such heights. How can you think little of him when he is capable of 
so much nobility and it enthralls you to be assured that the soul of man is 
of infinite capacity. 

‘These pictures that I have spoken of have a high seriousness and even a 
tragic cast. That is not unnatural, for the great art I value, that which has 
a moral implication, is serious; it secks, whether the mind behind the hand 
that painted it knew it or not, it secks to offer a clue to the mystery of 
being and to shed light on the various soul of man. It deals with momen- 
tous things. Life is tragic and in beauty there are more tears than laughter. 
Man is a very strange animal, he can combine greatness of soul with many 
petty and discordant traits, but when he comes to produce a work of art it 
is from the greatness of his tortured soul that he delivers his communica- 
tion. 

Greatness of soul. It is this that gives a painting its deep significance. 
Take The Embarkation for Cythera by Watteau, also in the Louvre. It is 
charming picture, Those graceful creatures in their pretty dresses are set- 
ting sail blithely for the island of the blessed hidden in the distant blue and 
in the gold dust of the sun. It is a gay, carefree scene and yet strangely 
suffused with melancholy, as though even while he painted the painter 
were conscious that joy was fleeting and unsubstantial and the bright day 
must end with questions that the delightful pleasures of the moment could 
not answer. But it is disillusion and regret that the picture suggests and 
that is not enough; it is a wistful rather than a tragic note, and so in the 
end the picture offers no more than enchantment to the eye. That is a 
great deal, but it does not nourish the soul.

I look in pictures for something to excite my imagination as well as to 
please my eye, and I do find it in the work of some modern painters, but 
Tam more conscious that now I give as much as I get. By a process of 
association I enrich them with my memories, my reading and my expe- 
rience. I do not think that Utrillo is a great painter, he is certainly a very 
uneven one, but I have occasionally seen a picture of what 
his white period that has wrung my heart.

THE EXPERIENCE GAINED IN THIS WAR SHOWS 


WHAT IT CAN ACCOMPLISH AND WHAT IT CAN'T 
by HANSON W. BALDWIN 


ver the U. S. now is winging an air force that grows mightier by the 

hour. Hovering over it and over the armed services of the Republic 
are the ghosts of two frantic fliers, the American General Billy 
Mitchell and the Italian General Giulio Douhet. Preachers both, 
these flying soldiers cried down the winds that airpower had revo- 
lutionized warfare, that the old military era was forever gone. The 
Army henceforth would be a trudging subsidiary of the air force. 
The Navy would yield control of the sea to the airplane. Let the ait 


forces shake off the rule of the ground-ridden als and water- 
logged admirals! Give the air forces their independence! Do not deny 
them their destinies as the military monarchs of the world! 

Now, after two years of a war in which the airplane has foughe 
fiercely and has drastically changed military concepts, rhere are cold 
facts enough to see whether Mitchell and Douhet were right fo 
present or for the known future or whether their ghosts can now be 
laid. 


There is, for one, the fact of the Bismarck. On May 24 the great Ger 


man battleship sank the British battle cruiser Hood near Iceland. Thea 
she turned to go. At 30 knots, she could outrun anything the Brit 
ish had. But before she got away, torpedo planes from the British air- 
craft carrier Victorious hit the Bismarck. Her speed reduced to 22 knots, 
the Bismarck disappeared in the vast wastes of the Western Ocean. 


For nearly 32 hours the British Fleet searched frantically bue fa- 
tilely. The Bismarck was escaping. On May 26 a Consolix ata 
lina, long-range American-built patrol plane, sighted the Bismarck 
some 500 miles west of Land's End. Contact was re-established, 
never again to be lost. 

But the British Fleet was running out of fuel from the long hours 
of high-speed search.

attacks, One or two hits were scored, She turned in circles and then 
limped along at eight to ten knots. It was time. King George V's and 
Rodney's fuel tanks were almost empty; if the speed had not been re- 
duced, many of the searching ships would have had to break off the 
hunt. 

Up until che time the torpedo bombers scored the two hits, the Bis- 
marck had an excellent, if not certain, chance of reaching port safely. 


The coup de grace came the next morning beneath the guns and tor~ 
pedoes of the surface fleet. But it was naval aircraft of the flying fleet 
that made the signal ‘‘Enemy Sunk” certain. 

‘The epic tragedy of Crete was another victory for airpower, a vic~ 
tory over the narrow seas and over the wild mountains and over the 
beaches, a victory over ships and foot troops. A

ships were bombed to shattered hulks in Suda Bay alone. The British 
Fleet took its most terrific beating: three cruisers, one anti-aircraft 
cruiser and destroyer were sunk outright; two battleships, one of 
them the Warspite, were damaged, a carrier damaged; other cruisers 


and destroyers were damaged. The Germans fought off the British 
Fleet with airpower. Parachute troops and air-borne infantry over 
whelmed the British and Greek garrison. The Germans used an esti- 
mated 300 long-range bombers, some 200 dive bombers, about 50 
twin-engined fighters, nearly 300 single-engined fighters, more than 
600 troop carriers and about 100 gliders. The British had, after the 
first days, no land-based planes in Crete, and the Fleet's airpower was 
limited to the handful of fighters, perhaps 24 planes, that could be 
flown from the carrier Formidable’s decks. Airpower captured Crete. 
Instances of the influence of airpower upon war could 
plied.

Airpower has revolutionized not the principle but the technique 
of war and made every man a soldier. There are no civilians any 
more. Airpower has sunk probably about one-quarter of the coral 
merchant tonnage sunk by the Axis in this war. Airpower, mobile 
artillery of the skies, has blasted paths for the tanks, supplied gas- 
oline and food to armies, transported divisions, guns, men, motor- 
cycles, tanks. The meaning of strategic fronticrs has been modified, 
for the plane leaps above the mountains and the rivers and the nar- 
row seas. Though exercising its sovercign dominion in an unstable 
element—the air—and introducing three-dimensional problems to 
the two-dimensional strategy of the past, the plane has already 
shown that with the use of air-borne divisions and parachute troops 
it can conquer and at least temporarily hold land. Used in sufficient 
number from favorably situated bases, it can exercise at least tenuous 
control over narrow seas. 

These are accomplishments so major that they merit the term 
“revolutionary.”” The plane has revolutionized war. 

Yet, once this is said, its meaning must not be misunderstood. For 
none of the major victories of this war could have been accomplished 
by airpower alone. Even in Crete the air victory had to have its 
preface in the form of a land invasion of Greece, which provided 
the bases from which airpower could operate. 

The great and graphic lesson of this war is this 

The old terms—seapower, landpower, airpower—have no real and 
detached meaning. The three are now merged in what might be 
termed global power, with each service dependent upon the other 
and with airpower absolutely essential to them all. 

Ic is of supreme importance that this lesson be understood by the 
American people. The enthusiastic advocates of airpower have made 
a mistake which has frequently been made inmilitary history. Each 
new instrument has been extolled as the be-all, do-all and end-all of 
warfare. Mahan’s brilliant exposition of seapower was often mis- 
interpreted. From it grew the wholly erroneous notion that sea- 
power was the principal determinant of history, that seapower alone 
won wars, The same mistake was made for landpower, whose ad- 
vocate was the German Clausewitz. Douhet and Billy Mitchell went 
overboard for airpower. Mitchell's vision was great but his balance 
was slight. He overdid it 

Even today, when airpower has come of age, it should be appar- 
ent that wars cannot be won by any one service alone. 


The plane has not replaced the warship 


“The plane has sounded the death knell of the ship. Airpower can 
control the highways of the oceans."" This, in effect, is the theory of 
the air extremists 

Ic is a theory that was oversimplified by Billy Mitchell, who as- 
serted, “Planes can sink a battleship.” Even if true, this statement 
would not prove the extremist theory. A battleship is simply one 
naval type, though the strongest. To control che seas planes have to 
do more than sink battleships. They would have to be capable of 
meeting the menace of the submarine. They would have to drive the 
fast destroyer and torpedo boat from the seas, to sink the carrier and 
the cruiser. In other words, the fighting plane would have to replace 
the fighting ship before it could exercise sovereign sway over water. 

There is no evidence in past or present experience to warrant the 
belief cha che fighting plane—now or in the foreseeable future—can 
usurp the functions of the fighting ship. 

So far mo modern battleship ever has been sunk by air attack and no 
battleship, new or old, ever has been sunk by air attack during war 
Cone battleship of the Italian Conte di Cavour class was badly damaged 
and subsequently beached as a result of the British torpedo-plane 
attack at Taranto). 

In 1940, the British battleship Rodney was struck by a 1,000-Ib. 
bomb. The bomb penetrated the shelter deck but broke up on the 
armor deck and the explosion temporarily damaged a 6-in. turret. 
At no time was the ship out of action. In 1940 another battleship, 
Resolution, was struck by a 250-Ib. bomb, several misses dropped 
nearby. There was only minor structural damage with no effect 
upon fighting efficiency. Repairs subsequently required two weeks. 

Both mines and torpedoes have done more damage to capital 
ships than bombs. Bomb damages have required two days to two 
months for repairs but 1,500 Ib. of TNT in a magnetic mine put 
a British baceleship in dock for seven months. A torpedo which 
struck a battleship in December 1939 reduced her speed considerably, 
put two turrets out of action and sent her into port for six months.

She still 
reached Malta and subsequently, despite other bombings, got to 
Alexandria and eventually to this country for overhaul. The cruiser 
Norfolk was hit in 1940 by a o0-Ib. bomb which passed through 
several decks and burst in inflammable stores. There was severe 
structural damage and a hole in her outer bottom Fighting efficiency 
was “severely impaired" and two turrets and steering gear were put 
out of action. The cruiser Suffolk was furiously and repeatedly 
attacked off Norway, sustained one 1,100-Ib, direct hit and three 
500-Ib. near misses. Her stecring gear was put out of action, her speed 
was materially reduced, a small hole was smashed in her side and ewo 
out of four turrets were put out of action. She was subsequently 
beached at Scapa Flow and was in dockyard hands for cight months. 

Numerous destroyers, submarines and small craft have been sunk 
by bombs and other forms of air attack in this war; yet not all chat 
have been hit have been sunk, One destroyer took a 110-Ib, bomb in 
the engine room, yet was back in action in four months. 

Here follows an approximate box score of the British naval 
vessels sunk or damaged by bombs, rorpedocs, mines and gunfire 
from the beginning of the war until the end of the Crete campaign:

From September 1939 to July 1, 1941, 378 merchants ships totaling 
1,234,916 tons were known to have been sunk by air attack out of a 
grand toll of some 7,114,950 tons of British, Allied and neutral 
merchant shipping destroyed to that date. 

The number of planes and pilots lost by the Germans in exacting 
these tolls is not known. Againsta flect well prepared to defend itself, 
air losses are heavy. Off Crete, despite its lack of supporting airpower, 
the British Fleet probably destroyed between 18 and 36 planes. The Ad- 
miralty has estimated that up to last August, 537 German planes had 
been shot down by naval anti-aircraft guns and naval planes, and 581 
had beendamaged, 203 sobadly as tobe listed as “probably destroyed." 


Warships defend themselves against planes 


Not only in the toll of ships sunk but in the equally important 
toll of ships damaged,-planes represent one of the most sctious 
threats the surface ship must mect. But naval design already has 
greatly modified its past concepts in answer to the greatest threat it 
has ever faced. The armored ship is not disposed of casily by air- 
power, even when attacked as furiously as was the Suffalk. A 1,000- 
Ib. bomb dropped from 10,000 ft. may penetrate 7 in, of deck armor, 
but many battleships have more horizontal armor than that. Fight- 
ing ships now bristle with anti-aircraft guns of all calibers which can 
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AIRPOWER (continued) 


make the task of the surface man-of-war immensely difficult. Even 
more dangerous than bombers are mine-laying planes and torpedo 
planes, The Achilles’ heel of the armored ship is still its underwater 
hull. It is impractical to girdle a ship with an armor belt entirely 
around its keel. Interior honeycomb compartments, which take up 
the shock of an underwater explosion and localize the damage, are 
the best substitute for more armor. Their effectiveness was shown by 
the Bismarck, which was struck by at least six and perhaps ten cor- 
pedoes, plus scores of heavy-caliber shells before she sank. Neverthe- 
less, underwater damage by mine or torpedo will reduce the speed of 
any capital ship, may cripple her right away, and sooner or later 
Iwill send her into dock. 

In general the experience of this war has shown quite clearly what 
lany objective observer already knew—that any merchant ship and 
any fighting ship can be severely damaged or sunk by air attack, juse 
las any merchant ship and any fighting ship can be severely damaged 
lor sunk by surface or subsurface attack. 

The problem presented by air attacks upon surface ships is new 
only in that the attack comes in a new dimension with incredible 
speed and can be delivered in great force. 

But it docs not follow that the fighting ship is obsolete. The plane 
has not made the battleship or the surface ship any more otsolete 
than the submarine did. We do not scrap navies because torpedoes, 
mines or stiells have sunk ships. Bue there is no doubt chat from now 
jon the fighting ship will play a more limited role than it used to play. 

The plane has made ships’ bases, which are a very important cle- 
ment of navy power, more vu-nerable than they have ever been. The 
English Channel is no longer a sure barter for British naval bases. 
Strategically, Britain is not an island any more. The trident of sea- 
power is passing to the Western world. 

Airpower defeated seapower off Crete. Airpower defeated sea- 
power and some landpower in the Norwegian campaign. But in both 
linscances it was airpower operating under the most favorable cir- 
lcumstances—from land bases against ships forced to operate contin- 
luously very close to those bases, and without adequate air support. 


‘Airpower and seapower need each other 


Airpower operating from land bases has a distinct advantage over 
airpower operating from floating bases. Carrier or catapult planes 
fare slower and less formidable chan land planes. It is relatively easy 
to concentrate greater air strengch on land than a fleet can possibly 
Imuster, When a flect is operating in narrow seas, near enemy land air 
bases, it operates at a disadvantage. It may be that control of such 
lnarrow seas can be better exercised by airpower than by seapower. 
But not by airpower alone. 

This is the real meaning of modern seapower. Scapower without 
lairpower is noching. Airpower without seapower is nothing. Neith- 
ler side has been able to close completely the English Channel, the 
INorth Sea or the Mediterranean to the traffic of the other. 

The plane has inherent limitations which prevent its exercising 
the full deep-sea control which a ship can apply. A plane is restrict- 
led, sometimes completely removed from action, by bad weather. It 
has marked limitations of range. It cannot hover. It cannot land 
lupon the sea without mother-ships nearby to refuel or repair it, or 
hoist it aboard. It cannot apply, in the blockade, the universal rule 
lof “visit and search.” It can only notify a surface vessel that a 
blockade runner has been sighted. 

This war and the armament programs of other nations speak loud- 
ler than any arguments. Even Germany, world’s greatest air power, is 
building surface and subsurface men-of-war of all types, including 
battleships. More surface men-of-war than ever before in world his- 
tory are on the stocks today. 

The great and eloquent lesson of this war is that airpower and seapower 
Jare now one and indivisible. Together, mutually cooperating and mutually 
lsuppsrting, they must perform the function which neither alone can accom 
lplis —to contral the sea. 

Some mention but not too much weight must be given to the pre- 
ldiction that airplane cargo carrier will displace to great extent the 
cargo ship. The sensible analyst realizes that the airplane freighter 
lwill supplement but not replace che seagoing freighter. 


Planes helped panzers smash through France 


‘The German victory in France was forged primarily by the plane- 
tank team, but it was the ground break-through on the Meuse and the 
shattering, smashing drive of the panzer divisions, followed up by 
the hard-marching infantry of the German Army, that led to Dun-

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kirk and spelled the fate of France. To this victory the plane was| 
indispensable, but it was a victory that was achieved on the ground. 
Lord Gort, commanding the British Expeditionary Force in France, 
wrote his dispatches: | 

“The offensive has once more gained ascendancy in modern] 
war when undertaken with an army equipped with greatly superior| 
material power in the shape of air forces and armored fighting vebicles.| 
... The enemy ... was able... to concentrate no less than fen 
armored divisions in the area which he selected . . . the pace of op 
erations has been. . . accelerated by the partnership between offensive 
aircraft and modern mechanized forces. . . ."" 

The divebomber, acting as mobile artillery to support the thrust 
of the tanks, the attack plane and light bomber to strafe enemy 
troop columns, the medium bomber to strike at concentrations, lines 
of communication, railroad junctions, fuel and ammunition dumps, 
etc., are the “artillery of the skies."” They are essential, but their 
mission is a support mission for the ground forces, and it is as such 
that the German Luftwaffe has achieved its most impressive vic- 
tories. Over land the plane is in effect a “flying army" support- 
ing its own ground army and attacking the ground army of the 
enemy. 


Planes alone cannot win a war 


Poland, France, Holland, Belgium, Yugoslavia, Greece, Libya, 
even Norway, and most particularly Russia, were victories of land- 
power. They were victories which could not have been achieved 
without the usc of airpower, indeed, without air superiority. But in 
all of them, except possibly in Norway and the Netherlands, land- 
power was the primary instrument of victory. The forces on the 
ground broke through or outflanked and destroyed the enemy's 
forces, captured the enemy's land and held it. The plane-tank team 
made the blitzkrieg possible and provided the answer to the machine 
gun, which in World War I created four years of stalemate. But it 
was overwhelming landpower, i. ¢., its armies, that enabled the 
Germans to march across the map of Europe. 

The Germans failed to conquer Britain by air because German 
landpower could not be applied directly to British shores. Try to 
visualize the Red Armics pushed back to the gates of Moscow by 
the use of the German Luftwaffe alone; 300 divisions, cut up, routed 
and driven back by planes. The picture is absurd and impossible. 
Without the German Army, Russian muzhiks would be strolling 
through the Tiergarten. 

Nothing in past experience or present theory supports the belicf 
that airpower can now or in the immediate future replace armies or 
navies. Most of our realisticairmen make no such claim, But the loud 
and beguiling voices of the extremists ring through the land. That

y are too much heeded is due in large measure to ultraconserva- 
and reactionary officers of the older services (particularly the 
y) who until recent years were willing to concede airpower only 
a minor role in the tragedy of war, and who still in some measure 
oppose the long-range bombing operations (such as the German as- 
sault upon London) known as independent, or strategical, missions 

In such procedure as the air bombardment of Britain and Germany, 
it is obvious that armics and navies have no operational part, except 
to guard the bases of airpower and its supply routes. There is no ques- 
tion that bombing raids against large cities, enemy industries and 
vital centers of resistance have played and are playing an increasingly 
important role in war. It was the theory of the Italian General 
Douhet chat such raids, by crushing the enemy's will and induserial 
ability to resist, would alone be decisive. 

This theory has received one great test and now. in the laboratory 
of chaos, it is receiving another. The German air assault upon Brit- 
ain failed. Psychologically ic broke in a surf of blood and tears 
against the granite of the British spiric and che dauncless efficiency of 
the outnumbered R.A.F, Industrially ic achieved results that were 
scarcely proportionate to the effort involved; certain bottleneck fac- 
tories were damaged or destroyed. Yer the industrial productivity of 
England increased during 1940 and today is higher chan ever. 

The British air assault upon Germany and German-occupied coun- 
tries, unquestionably is reducing production, hampering transporta- 
tion, destroying power plants and hurting German morale. But not 
vitally. Even the air enthusiasts themselves are doubeful chat the 
plane alone can do the trick against Germany. The great majority 
of observers believe that only a combination of weapons—land, 
sea, air, industrial, economic, psychological, revolutionary—can de- 
feat Germany if, indeed, she is to be defeated at all. Any blueprint 
for victory must obviously begin with air superiority over Germany. 
But that alone will not be enough. 

It is, perhaps, possible that some day in the dim, distant future, 
the theories of Douhet will come to fruition, and that the wars of 
man will be waged largely in the air. The plane may indeed in future 
decades make armies and navies in the old sense obsolete and battles 
between surface forces unnecessary. Victory may be won by striking 
directly at the will of the people to resist. But airpower will rise to 
meet airpower. Given ait stalemate, the war of the future will again 
descend to the man in the mud on the ground. The time for Douhet’s 
air war is not yet. 


Separate air forces have their faults 


The Italians have long had a separate air force, and before the war 
many of our air vocalists used to point enviously at the baskerful of 
air records hung up by Italian planes. Italian airpower, plus Italian 
seapower, would, we were told, close the central Mediterranean and 
make it an Italian sea. 
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Yet the British Navy has even penetrated the Strait of Otranto 
into the Adriatic. Malta, 20 minutes from Italian soil, is still British 
The chief weakness of the Italian Air Force has been its inability to 
recognize and identify ships. In July 194 the Italian Air Force 
bombed and damaged one or two of its own battleships. In October 
1940 Italian planes reported sighting a British aircraft carrier and 
several destroyers. Two cruisers of heavy gunpower were actually 
present but not mentioned. A weak Italian naval force was sent to 
sea to intercept what was thought to be a weak British force. This 
mistake cost Italy three ships sunk. In February 194r, three Italian 
reconnaissance planes attacked the Italian heavy cruiser Pola outside 
Spezia, damaging it considerably. 

The reader may shrug and say: 

“Oh, the Italians!" 

But Mussolini's men have plenty of company. 

The French had a separate air force. They had no airpower worthy 
of the name 

The British had—and still have—a separate air force. The Royal 
Air Force was organized after the last war as a completely separate 
Government department. It was independent of both Army and 
Navy. Only after a long pre-war fight was the Navy given opera- 
tional control of its own air arm, the planes which were actually 
based on fighting ships. 


Co-ordination is what counts 


But R. A. F. power still hampers the Navy. The Navy cannot buy 
or design its own planes and, as a result, many British naval planes 
are obsolescent by American standards. Inexperienced personnel and 
pilots, many furnished by the R. A. F., have frequently had no naval 
education, although their work must be done almost entirely above 
water in co-operation with navies, This unfortunate system has 
caused delays, inconvenience and perhaps losses. On one occasion off 
Sardinia an exceptional opportunity for trapping the Italian Fleet 
was lost because of confusing and incomplete reports from aircraft 
manned by observers with no previous naval experience. 

The British Navy is not even allowed to maintain shore-based 
planes. The long-range overwater flying boats, like the Consolidated 
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Catalinas which are the U. S. Navy's pride, are operated by the 
Coastal Command, not by the Navy, even though the planes have to 
protect convoys, hunt submarines. Not until the first months of the 
war had shown the absurdity of separating the work of the Coastal 
Command from that of the Navy was the Coastal Command put un-

What of the British air effort in land campa 

It has been sadly ineffective 

When General Sir Henry Maitland Wilson came back from the 
rout in Greece, he is reported to have sworn never again to accept a 
field command unless he was boss of his own air force. Neither he 
nor any other British general has ever had such hority. The Brit- 
ish Army does not even have the counterpart of the British Fleet Air 
Arm. In Libya, British fliers have bombed British soldiers, muni- 
tions, oil supplies. R. A. F. personnel and Army personnel are not 
sent home on the same transports, are usually segregated when on 
leave in Alexandria, because of the soldiers’ anger at lack of air 
support. 

In partial and belated recognition of their deficiencies, the British 
decided in late 1940 to create an Army Co-operation Command of 
the Royal Air Force, which was to be under the operational control 
of the Army, as the Coastal Command is now under the operational 
control of the Navy. The other commands of the R. A. F., including 
the famous Bomber and Fighter Commands which are bearing the 
brunc of the air war against Germany, continue under sole R. A. F. 
direction. 

The development of this new Army Co-operation Command has 
been described as ‘a hybrid, subject to all the afflictions which 
pursue hybrids.”” 

Not the least of the reasons why any such organization will not 
work is that the using and directing service does not have charge of 
the design or procurement of its planes, the selection or training of its 
personnel, or the staffing of its bases. The system is co-operation, 
rather than co-ordination; it is an “‘if you please,” rather than a 
“you do it” system.

‘The Germans have an independent air force. But essentially it is 
independent in name only. Army, Navy and Air Force are all organ- 
ized as “Task Forces” and are under a single command in any cam- 
paign requiring the use of all three services. At the front there are 
smaller task forces, with an air officer, naval officer or army officer in 
command, depending upon the nature of the task, But the top com- 
mand has utter authority over all forces. 

The German system works because it secures co-ordination of effort 
through a direct and unified command. 

The Russian Air Force is part of the Red Army and its main effort 
is devoted co support of the Red Army. The Red Army has lasted 
much longer against Hitler than any of the other armies the Germans 
have met. 

InJapan, there is no separate air force; the Army and Navy each con- 
trol their own air forces, much as our ground services doin this country. 

One thing is obvious. It is not the type of organization that mat- 
ters. France had a separate air force; Germany still has one. Behold 
the difference. 

What matters more than any administrative or organizational 
framework is che spirit that animates the men who are the flesh and 
blood of a nation’s military power. The men and the training they 
receive and the knowledge they have, the staff that directs them, the 
tactical and strategical concepts that dominate them—these are the 
importanc items. 

Germany is strong because its military.studies the whole art and 
science of war. In this country, we study war piecemeal—the art of 
air war, or of land war, or of sea war. There are few who can see the 
whole picture. InGermany Army, Navy and Air Force officers are ex- 
changed. General staff officers get experience in each service. In this 
country such a program of broad military education has not been, 
until recently, extensive enough. There are few staff officers compe- 
tent to handie a combined operation by all arms. The organization is 
nor at fault. The direction of the organization and the spirit of co- 
ordination are inadequate. 

Our Navy is subject to no such difficulties; ships and planes and 
men function as a team, 

In this country, the Navy's planes, whether operating from ships, 
from the blue water of an island atoll or from land bases, are under 
naval control. The personnel is naval. The design is naval. The pro- 
curement is naval. The result today is the finest naval airpower in the 
world. 


U.S. Army Air Forces have sensible set-up 


The Army at present also exercises control over its own Air Forces. 
Buc the Air Forces today have a far greater degree of autonomy than 
ever before. The Chief of the Air Forces, Major General H. H. Arnold, 
is subject to orders from the Secretary of War and the Chief of 
Staff of the Army. The Air Forces are set up as Army air support 
commands, not as co-operation commands. There is a vast difference. 
The Army Air Forces have their own Air Staff, separate and distinct 
from the Army's General Staff, and they can think and plan in broad 
air cerms, as well as in army support terms. Thus the machinery has 
been established for developmentof both army co-operation, and long- 
range strategical bombardment. What has not yet been provided is a

system for giving men of the air forces a greater knowledge of army 
gtound forces. 

Now that there is general recognition of the importance of air- 
power in war, there is little danger that military shortsightedness 
will force too great a subordination of airpower's role. But the pen- 
dulum has swung too far. There is danger that the roles of armics 
and navies may themselves be misunderstood or ignored. If we are 
to make our fighting services the architects of victory, the personnel 
of the air forces must fully understand the meaning of global power, 
and the interlocking functions of land, sea and airpower in such 
a trilogy. 

Buc there are even more compelling reasons than ¢ 
Billy Mitchell dream of aseparate and independent An 
should not be realized today. The creation of such a force would require 
a complete reorganization of our defense structure at a cime when 
our defenses are already undergoing unprecedented expansion. The cur- 
rent program might be fatally delayed by such radical reorganization. 

Even if a separate air force were created, its existence would be 
meaningless unless there were also created a higher General Staff 
with over-all strategical authority. Only such a staff could fully 
integrate the air force and the surface forces. Without such integra- 
tion a separate air force would be of small value. But the American 
system of government could not be easily adapted to such centraliza- 
tion of military power. Neither the President, who now wields such 
power, nor Congress, which can curb it, would be willing co give 
it into military hands, 

Both the Army and Navy air forces today are in the midst of 
unprecedented expansion. If a separate air force were to be set up, 
the job might become—in the midst of world emergency im- 
possible one. Not only would the air forces be faced with the prob- 
Jem of pilots, air crews and planes, but the vital supporting services 
of the Regular Army and Navy—ordnance, quartermaster, engineers, 
medical and dental and supply, etc —would no longer be available 
to the new service. Even the provision of such minor things as troops 
to guard outlying air bases, anti-parachute units, and crash boar 
crews would have to have some new solution—and there is no longer 
time for this. 

Finally, an unhappy but human fact must be faced. A separate air 
force today would create service jealousies and service bitterness. It 
would construct a wall of opinionated emotion which would do 
more toward preventing effective co-ordination of effort t 
other factor.

* Airpower has revolutionized war, but chiefly because of its tactical 
influence upon land and sea warfare. Ic is possible chat some day it 
may revolutionize strategy by making battles in the old sense ob- 
solete. But its development, particularly its administrative develop- 
ment, should be evolutionary, not revolutionary. 

This is no time for a separate air force. That day may come. Cer- 
tainly Americans must keep an open mind as airpower spreads its 
wings. But now—today in the midst of Armageddon—now and 
throughout the war whose first shots we have already fired, we 
must preserve a proper proportion between the new, which may 
not be so absolute as its enthusiasts imagine, and che old, which 
is always being modified, but can never be superseded.
